There are at present in the United 
States 1,79 0,000 men under arms, 
the general said. 
Orders which will 
result in the demobilization of 
2 0 0 ,- 
000 of these men have already been 
issued and the men will be at their 
homes within two weeks.

from the army daily. 
Ov erseas Men to Parade 
Regarding the troops in France, 
Gen. March said the order in which 
the divisions will be demobilized is 
being left to Gen. Pershing. 
It is 
intended, however, wherever

its men were mustered, and to par­ 
ade the division in adjacent cities in 
order that the people may have the 
opportunity to pay fitting welcome to 
the soldiers.
